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Stamps Nobody Knows 


There are numerous’ stamps 
which nobody knows. Few, who 
are not either philatelists or in- 
terested somehow in stamps, would 
realise from what country that 
particular stamp comes from which 
shows a gushing petroleum well; 
it is Azerbaijan, a Soviet Russian 
republic in the Caucasus mountain 
regions. The stamp in question ap- 
peared in the 1921-22 series, and 
we find the communist insignia 
stamped thereon. 

Or, if one should pick up a 15- 
cent stamp from China, how many 
are there who at a glance might 
explain the design? It is a na- 
tive cutting rice, one of China’s 
chief industries. 

Or again, that 1930 commemo- 
rative postage series from Spain, 
paying deference to Christopher 
Columbus: I suppose most Amer- 
ieans are able to name the flagship 
of Columbus. In case this is not 
momentarily recalled it was the 
Santa Maria, pictured on certain 
values of the aforementioned se- 
ries. 

Stamps tell worthy and instruc- 
tive stories which fascinate if they 
are learned. Many of us do not 
realize this when we glance at a 
bit of colored adhesive paper we 
call a postage stamp. Failure to 
realise this causes us to miss many 
a wondrous and romantic tale. Let 
us pause therefore, and reflect over 
a few additional postage stamps 
that are picked at random from 
the stamp album: 

One of the most interesting se- 
ries of postage stamps, to my mind, 
is that issue of August, 1910, from 
Austria in celebration of the 80th 
brthday of Franz Josef whose em- 
pire collapsed in the World War. 
the 2-heller denomination (lilac 
in color), is one of the fascinating 
values, portraying the Empress 
Maria Theresa.

Maria (or Marie) Theresa was 
the daughter of Charles VI, and 
she succeeded to his empire. When 
she came into her queenship, she 
was Queen of Hungary, Grand 
Duchess of Lorraine and Tuscany 
as well as Empress of Austria. In 
one crisis the Hungarian parlia- 
ment cried, “Let us die for our 
King, Marie Theresa!” Theresa be- 
came one of the greatest monarchs 
of Europe. 





Queen Theresa established new 
schools, reformed the administra- 
tion of justice, and introduced 


‘State economies. It is to be noted 


that she disagreed with the parti- 
tion of Poland and prophesied fu- 
ture trouble as a result of it. 





Marie was born in 1717, began 
her reign in 1740, and died in 1780, 
and the stamp we are speaking of 
is her greatest memorial! 

Nestling quietly in the Alpine 
mountains, between Switzerland 
and Austria, is a little principality 
known as Liechtenstein. Before the 
World War is was governed by a 
ruler who spent much of his time 


playing around in Vienna; since 
the World War, Liechtenstein has 
been independent, excepting that 
its customs and postals systems 
are managed by the Swiss. 

In 1930 Liechtenstein brought 
out a series of airmail stamps 
which bear extremely artistic de- 
signs. We find airplanes flying 
over various localities of the tiny 
country. We see the snow-capped 
Alps and these airmail stamps will 
aid us in illustrating that part of 
a geographical text which describes 
these majestic mountains. 

There were six airmail stamps to 
the series, all of them equally 
worthy in any collection. We find 
views of castles and towns along- 
side the mountains or upon the 
side of a towering mount with a 
plane swooping past. Liechtenstein 
has always enjoyed illustrating 
sections of its country upon its 
postage stamps, when it does not 
portray one of its princes. : 

The student of geography will 
find his course of study much more 
interesting through the collection 
of postage stamps. One, from the 
Turks and Caicos Islands (English 
possession near the Bahamas) 
shows us the occupation of salt 
raking by ship. 

The stamp in question was is- 
sued in 1900, which date appears 
on the bottom at the reader’s right. 
At his left we find the date “1848”, 
years of the separation of these 
isles from the political sovereignity 
of the Bahama island group. 

The stamps are line-engraved. 

A student of geography may 
form quite an enlightened collec- 
tion of stamps showing the many 
occupations of mankind and so il- 
lustrate his text with colorful 
postage stamps that heighten in- 
terest.

UNITED STATES 


Final figures show that three 
printings of the Pulaski stamp 
were made: forty million on the 
first order, twenty-five million on 
the second and thirty-five million 
on the third order, a total of 100,- 
000,000 Pulaski stamps. There has 
been an enormous demand for it, 
and supplies dwindle rapidly. 


Mr. James F. Hanley sends us 
a clipping from the Washington, 
D. C. “Evening Star” giving some 
pertinent news regarding’ the 
forthcoming bi-centennial series in 
honor of George Washington. This 
is to be a rather extensive series 
of stamps, bearing probably three 
different portraits of Washington, 
together with several of the more 
noted scenes of events and places 
connected with his life. The first 
of the series is predicted for not 
later than July 1, 1931, only a few 
months away now, in order to give 
nation-wide impetus to the coming 
national celebration. The latter 
will of course take place in 1932, 
the 200th anniversary of Wash- 
ingtcn’s birth. Final designs for 
the various stamps of the series 
have not been determined, as there 
have been many submitted, making 
the task of selection a difficult 
one.

In addition to the Yorktown 
commemorative which is due to ap- 
pear in October of this year, 
Philip Ward, Jr., gives some fresh 
news from Washington in stating 
that we will positively have in 
May, 1931, a 2c stamp commemo- 
rating the 50th anniversary of the 
American Red Cross. This is ex- 
pected to be a bi-colored stamp, 
which if true will greatly stimu- 
late its sale. It will not bear any 
surtax as do so many of the for- 
eign red cross stamps, but will be 
sold at face value. 

There is also, according to Ward, 
a possibility that a new postage 
stamp of 18c denomination may be 
added either to the current series 
or to the Washington bi-centen- 
nials. It seems that there is some 
demand for this value for regis- 
tration and return receipt when 
used with the 2c stamped envelope. 
Sounds rather far-fetched, but de- 
mand may justify its issuance. 
(Last two items above from Ward, 
in Mekeel’s.) 

Speaking of possible commemo- 
ratives, Chicago’s Century of Prog- 
ress exposition in 1933 certainly 
merits some sort of postal emis- 
sion, but unless the political situa- 
tion is cleaned up by that time we 
tremble to think of the possible 
subjects which might be depicted 
on a typical Chicago Commemo- 
rative! The mind falters at the 
vast possibilities! 


ABYSSINIA 


Amending our chronicle of last 
week we are informed by both 
Whitfield King & Co., and our Ad- 
dis-Abeba correspondent that the 
new definitive postage set will con- 
sist of the following values: %, 
4, \%, 1, 2, 4, 8 guerches and 1, 3, 
5 thalers. There is also in prepa- 
ration a new definite air-mail set 
consisting of these values: 1-2-4-8 
guerches and 1-2-3 thalers. These 
are in immediate prospect, and may 
be issued by the time this appears 
in print.

This is to celebrate the 100th anni- 
versary of the union of the three 
provinces of Demerara, Berbice 
and Essequibo into the one colony 
of British Guiana in 1831. This 
set of stamps will appear in the 
very near future. 


BULGARIA 

Gibbons’ Stamp Monthly reports 
that the attractive Boris Wedding 
set of four stamps was also issued 
in miniature sheets each consisting 
of one of each value stamp ar- 
ranged in a block of four. Just 
fifty-five of these sheets were is- 
sued, and all were given to royal 
dignitaries and legations in Sophia. 
Certainly an impossible rarity. 
The normal issue of these stamps 
in regular sheet form consisted of 
300,000 sets, a fairly good item. 


DUTCH INDIES 

Mr. B. J. Abrahams tells us that 
on May 1ith, one Captain Patist 
will make a flight from the Indies 
to Australia, carrying regular 
mail, and that for this event there 
will be issued a special air-post 
stamp of 1 florin value, this being 
the charge for the standard weight 
air letter. Looks as if they had 
taken a leaf from Belgium and her 
recent Brussels-Congo flight.

FRANCE 


Two years ago there was issued 
a 50c stamp bearing the picture of 
Joan of Are leading the French 
forces to the relief of Orleans. 
Now L’Echo de la _ Timbrologie 
states that this coming May an- 
other commemorative will mark 
the 500th anniversary of the mar- 
tyrdom of this heroine, who was 
burned at the stake in May of 
1431. The design of the stamp 
will illustrate this most harrowing 
end of one of the great characters 
in French history. If France 
would but adopt a more artistic 
method of production in her 
stamps this might well be one of 
the most spectacular ever issued.

Supplementing our chronicle of 
Jan. 31, we learn from L’Echo de 
la Timbrologie that of the new 
0.50p air post stamp there were 
300,000 printed, while of the 25p 
there were 150,000. 


MOZAMBIQUE 


Mr. R. Roberts has sent us the 
fourth of the special commemora- 
tive stamps bearing the portrait of 
the great Portuguese General, 
Mousinho de Albuquerque. These 
are all of identical design as shown 
in our October 11, 1930, chronicle, 
but are of different colors, and each 
bears at the bottom the name of a 
different battle in which this lead- 
er took part. This latest one is for 
the battle of CHAIMITE.

NEWFOUNDLAND 


Whitfield King & Co. report the 
discovery of one sheet of the hand- 
some 50c air mail (shown in our 
January 24 chronicle) in which the 
left-hand vertical row of stamps is 
imperforate on the left side. This 
means ten stamps in that condi- 
tion, and unless more are found it 
is certainly a rarity. Naturally the 
sheet margin would have to be in- 
tact on that side to prove its con- 
dition. An ordinary trimmed stamp 
would mean nothing. We have also 
ascertained that the $1.00 value of 
this air set is already obsolete at 
the Post Offices. There were but 
30,000 of them printed. Fifty thou- 
sand of the 15c were printed, and 
of the 50c we have no definite re- 
purts as yet. 


NICARAGUA 


We have received from Theodore 
Champion a new variety of the 
1929 semi-postal, No. 644. This 
bears in addition the “R. de C.” 
surcharge in blue, an additional 
“1929” in black. Champion lists it 
in his latest supplement, but un- 
priced, and judging from his sale 
price it must be a real rarity.

This should be ex- 
ceedingly good property, as later 
printings will of course be on the 
Ash printings. That there is a 
legitimate need for these air 
stamps has been questioned from 
time to time, but Gibbons Stamp 
Monthly definitely settles that 
point by giving details of a regu- 
lar air service which runs every 
three weeks from Port Moresby 
and the goldfields at Edie Creek 
in New Guinea. This is handled 
by the Morlac Company, and regu- 
lar air mail postal service is taken 
care of.

SOUTHWEST AFRICA 

From Whitfield King & Co.’s 
Bulletin we get some most perti- 
nent news concerning the recent 
provisional air stamps. These 
were the 4p and 1sh of South Af- 
rica overprinted “S. W. A.” The 
first to appear were both values 
with the small letter overprint. In 
these the letters “S. W. A.” are 
1%mm high while the over-all 
length of the surcharge is 914mm. 
Immediately after they appeared 
there was a second printing of the 
ish with the same surcharge, but 
in this the letters are slightly 
higher, while the over-all length 
of the surcharge is 114mm. _ It 
seems that a very small number 
of the Ish with the small overprint 
was issued, so small a number that 
they are selling for $8.00 to $13.00 
a copy in Great Britain, and Whit- 
field King & Co. predict that this 
price will go sky-high when the 
actual number printed becomes 
known. The 4p with the small 
overprint is fairly plentiful as yet, 
and so also is the lsh with the 
large overprint. The 4p with the 
large overprint has not yet ap- 
peared, and it is doubtful if it will 
be issued at all, as the new per- 
manent designs are presumed to 
be ready very shortly. 

There are also known a few 
errors in these stamps. In both 
values of the small overprints 
there is one stamp in each sheet 
which has the last stop omitted 
after “S. W. A.” and in each sheet 
there is also one stamp where the 
“W” has a long serif. The extreme 
rarity of these errors in the 1sh 
may easily be imagined. On the 
4p small overprint there also still 
exists the error of the small “i” in

POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT 
TO JACK-UP AIR MAIL

Under date of February 16, the 
Postoffice Department issued a 
very frankly worded bulletin rela- 
tive to Postoffice deficits and the 
causes thereof. The air mail con- 
tractors are frankly told that they 
are not delivering the goods and 
that they shall have to do better. 
It is made plain that the deficit is 
growing rapidly due to cost of the 
Air Mail Service and it is also 
plainly stated that a readjustment 
of rates must be made. 

One claim that has often been 
put forth in support of a subsi- 
dized air mail service is the claim 
that trained aviators would be of 
much value in case of war, yet the 
bulletin at hand says, “The mili- 
tary branches of the government 
are not at all enthusiastic about 
the part that civil aeronautics may 
play in any preparedness program 
being devised by the army and 
the navy. In fact, they speak 
with some contempt about any aid 
which might be rendered by those 
engaged in commercial aviation 
should the time ever come to call 
for such assistance.” 


STAMP CLUB ASKS FOR 
DROUTH STAMP 


At the February 11th meetin 
of the Colonial Y. Philatelic Clu 
of Kingston, N. Y., it was voted 
to send letters to New York State 
Congressmen urging support of 
Senator Ackerman’s bill for a 
Drouth Relief stamp, face value 
8c, the extra cent to be collected 
for a Drouth Relief Fund.

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PRECANCEL 
NEWS 








Information regarding precancels and 
notes of interest should be sent direct 
to the Editors of this column.

In our article of January 24th 
we explained that stamps precan- 
eelled at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing in Washington were 
called “bureau prints”, while 
stamps precancelled locally were 
known as “city prints”. Mr. Hel- 
prin of Brooklyn has inquired how 
do you tell them apart. 

This is a very good question and 
we will answer it in this article. 
If any of our readers have similar 
questions, kindly drop us a line. 

In the first place, bureau print 
precancels were not issued until 
1916, so all the early precancels 
like the 1898 series, the 1902, and 
all the early “bars”, are of course, 
“city prints”. 

In 1916 the government decided 
to experiment a bit in precancel- 
lng stamps to determine if they 
could precancel the stamps cheap- 
er than local printing companies 
in the different cities. Only from 
Augusta, Me., Springfield, Mass., 
and New Orleans, La., the govern- 
ment was able to precancel their 
stamps for less money. The gov- 
ernment precancelled stamps for 
these cities, and today they are 
known as “bureau print experi- 
mentals.” 

It was not until 1922 that the 
government again decided to pre- 
‘ eancel the stamps, instead of hir- 
ing local printing firms to do the 
work, and then only due to the 
perfecting of an apparatus which 
could be attached to the rotary 
press enabling the stamps to be 
precancelled at the same time as 
the stamps are printed. Since then 
the government has precancelled 
many stamps at the Bureau of 
Printing and Engraving in Wash- 
ington, and they are all known as 
“bureau prints”. So far they have 
not precancelled any values beyond 
the 10c, neither have they precan- 
celled any of the postage due, ex- 
cept the experimentals, and no 
commemoratives. 

The bureau has used various 
fonts of type to precancel their 
stamps, but today they use a small 
font, similar to that which is used 
to head this column, only instead 
of using two bars above the name 
of the city and state, only one bar 
Is used.

As we 
attempt to write a few brief re- 
marks regarding this catalogue we 
have laid beside it a copy of the 
original first edition Bureau Pre- 
cancel Catalogue, for comparison. 
Perhaps it will be news to many 
collectors and enthusiasts on Bu- 
reau Prints that the editor of this 
paper was the one who first con- 














ceived and proposed the publica- . 


tion of a catalogue of Bureau Print 
Precancels only. 
__ Back in the summer of 1926 the 
idea came to the writer who im- 
mediately got in touch with Mr. 
V. W. Rotnem, secured his approv- 
al of the plan and his permission 
to adopt the plan of listing as 
used in his precancel catalog. The 
next step was to find a man who 
knew the stamps well enough to 
chronicle and price them and after 
considerable searching and corre- 
spondence arrangements were 
made to have Dr. W. I. Mitchell 
who was then in Denver, Colorado, 
attend to this part of the work. 

The printing and publication of 
the work was then rushed through 
in a short time and the collectors 
were supplied with a neatly pre- 
pared catalogue of this series of 
stamps. 

No issue of the catalogue since 
the original first edition has been 


better arranged or better printed. 
Being a printer ourselves we are 
apt to look more strongly on this 
side of the work than we would on 
other points and we are not 
pleased with the appearance of the 
current issue. However, that part 
of the catalog does not make the 
catalog and we shall have nothing 
more to say on that score. 

The book is one which is in- 
dispensible to every collector who 
has an interest in these stamps and 
the number of collectors of these 
stamps is growing with much 
rapidity. 

It is not our intention to at- 
tempt to criticize either the pric- 
ing or other matters that enter in- 
to the publication and production 
of the book. The brilliant red cov- 
er y cover a multitude of sins, 
yet we find much within its covers 
that is of interest and value and 
realize the handicaps and difficul- 
ties under which a publisher of a 
book such as this must labour. 

If you are one of those stamp 
collectors who sometimes write to 
the publisher of a stamp paper and 
want to know what Bureau Prints 
are and how to tell them from 
other Precancels, we can but rec- 
ommend the purchase of this 
book. It will answer your ques- 
tion and it will provide you a 
means of disposing of any real 
good bureaus you may have ac- 
cumulated for the good ones find 
a ready market at a good price.

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STAMPS TAKE TO NEW 
WINGS 





By Hugh J. Crossland 





“Jim,” demanded a reporter of a 
fellow worker in the city room of 
the Times, “what do you call those 
guys that collect stamps and 
things?” , ; ’ 

“Nuts!” was Jim’s wisecracking 
retort. 

The true name of those who col- 
lect stamps and cacheted envelopes, 
however, is philatelists. But there 
are many who believe as Jim did. 
Frankly, we were of the same 
opinion until we learned more 
about philatelists and their busi- 
ness of collecting. Now we are 
inclined to feel they are not as 
nutty as we are often led to believe. 
For example: a stamp for sending 
a letter around the globe on the 
world-girdling flight of the Graf 
Zeppelin in 1929 cost $3.55. Before 
this great ship completed its jour- 
ney at Lakehust, philatelists were 
bidding as high as $15 per cover 
—a profit of 400% in 21 days— 
for those who wished to sell. The 
limited number bearing the auto- 
graph of Dr. Hugo Eckener, the 
Graf’s commander, can hardly be 
had at any price, so great was the 
demand. 


For years the collecting of rare 
and special stamps has been a 
hobby of some, a business of others. 
Recently the fad has switched from 
old stamps to those of more mod- 
ern vintage. A majority of collec- 
tors now favor the special air mail 
stamps authorized by the various 
governments for outstanding events 
or in commemoration of some note- 
worthy achievement. 


Collectors divide the history of 
the Air Mail Service in this coun- 
try into three parts—the Pioneer 
Period, the Government Period 
during which time the government 
operated the mail planes and the 
present Contract Period with pri- 
vate operators carrying the mail 
on a contract basis. 


The first period began with the 
flights from Garden City to Min- 
eola, L. I., a distance of 12 miles. 
This service started September 25, 
1911. It lasted until October 11, 
that year. Earle Ovington, who 
carried the mail on these flights, 
was the first reconized air mail 
pilot. Covers from the early flights 
are highly prized and bring as 
high as $400. 

During the Pioneer Period, 1911 
to 1918, many famous barnstorm- 
ing pilots such as Eddie Stinson 
and his sister Katherine, Walter 
Page, Claver Rogers, Ruth Law and 
others, carried souvenir post-cards 
aloft at county fairs and then sold 
them for five or ten cents apiece. 
The government did not authorize 
stamps or cachets for the occa- 
sions but such cards form a valued 


part of a general collector’s catalog 
today, and are proudly shown. 

Claver H. Rogers was the first to 
carry mail in this manner across 
country. With his wife, he flew 
from San Francisco to New York, 
stopping at many small towns and 
selling special stamps issued by 
themselves. Letters bearing these 
stamps would be carried to the next 
town. Today such letters are 
among the most prized of those 
issued during this first period. 

The second or Government Period 
started May 15, 1918, and continued 
to September 1, 1927. The air mail 
cover which brought the highest 
price during this period was carried 
on the first government air mail 
flight May 15, 1918. Autographed 
by President Woodrow Wilson, it 
was flown from Washington to 
New York and auctioned off for 
$1000 for the benefit of the Red 
Cross. Plain covers carried on this 
same flight are now selling for 
approximately $25 apiece. 

Although historians record it as 
having started September 1, 1927, 
the third or Contract Period really 
began February 15, 1926, for on 
that day the first bag of mail under 
government contract was carried 
from Dearborn, Mich., to Cleveland, 
O. Mr. Henry Ford was the con- 
tractor. The Government Period 
ended September 1, 1927, when the 
Post Office Department turned over 
all of the routes it had been oper- 
ating to private contractors. All 
air mail routes in the country are 
now operated by private concerns. 

New routes are being added al- 
most monthly. Since special stamps 
or cachets are gotten out on such 
occasions, the first mail load over 
new routes is composed of letters 
received from philatelists the world 
over. 

One of the most recent air mail 
flights of note which carried covers 
from philatelists from nearly every 
country on the globe was that of 
the first scheduled air mail flight 
in American history of a Diesel- 
powered plane. The plane, a Stin- 
son-Detroiter powered with a 
Packard-Diesel Aircraft Engine 
developed by the Packard Motor 
Car Company, was flown by Pilot 
Forrest Kelch of the Thompson 
Aeronautical Corporation from 
Pontiac, Mich., to Chicago, IIl., on 
June 26, 1930. 

The special cachet used for 
marking letters carried on this first 
Packard-Diesel flight represents the 
first Diesel engine ever to prove 
practical in an airplane. In the 
center of the cachet is shown the 
insignia of the Thompson Aero- 
nautical Corporation, first air 
transport operators in America to 
use a Diesel engine in regular serv- 
ice. 

Prior to its first scheduled flight, 
the plane and Packard-Diesel were 
christened by Miss Catherine 
Kresge, attractive member of De- 
troit’s younger set and a Packard 
owner. Miss Margaret Ainsworth, 


also an attractive Detroit debutante 
of a few years ago, was co-sponsor. 

Experts have called the Packard- 
Diesel the most forward step in 
aviation since the flight of the 
Wright Brothers 27 years ago. 
Covers of this first flight will be 
highly valued by philatelists in 
years to come because of the revo- 
lutionary steps the Packard-Diesel 
is making possible in air trans- 
portation. 

And so we conclude again, most 
emphatically, that philatelists are 
really not so dumb after all. But, 
if they do lack some of the buttons 
and come: under the classification 
of nuts—well, we don’t mind being 
counted one of them if it will bring 
us any closer to proud ownership 
of a cover from the first air mail 
flight of a Packard-Diesel-equipped 
plane.
